NEW YORK — Now there is great b eating of 
b reasts and pounding of tab les b ecause it has 
b een “discovered” that friends, allies, associ­ 
ates and b ody guards of extorü onist Johnny Dio, 
scion of the lAKhese Cosa 
Nostra comb ine, are so pow­ 
erful they can cripple the sky ­ 
rocketing multib ilU(m dollar 
air freight industry . 
Why ail this latter-day fu­ 
ror? This has b een developing 
for more than a decade. The 
sy ndicates alway s do what 
comes natiu*ally . There are 
now 171 all-cargo aerial jet 
freighters carrvlng 9 b illion 
Victor Riesel 
ton miles of cargo a y ear. And b y 1971 another 
186 such air freighters capab le of carry ing an­ 
other 9.1 b illion ton miles will b e afloat. 
This cuts down on old-fashioned water front 
freighters, into the holds of which are going 
more and more steel containers. This makes it 
difficult to pilfer. So the modern muscle mag­ 
nate b egan looking to the airport freight hau­ 
lage b usiness.

As alway s, Johnny Dio, perpetual ex-convict, 
friend of the inner Luschese men, was told to 
move swiftly . 
Dio long ago learned it is alway s a comfort to 
control the unions in the field of new enter­ 
prises. So b ig Johnny McNamara, friend of 
Johnny and Tommy Dio who long ago were 
placed in the Cosa Nostra b y Joe Valachi s Sen­ 
ate testimonv, b ecame head of the key Team­ 
sters Local 295 at New York’s Kennedy Airport 
in 1955.

The Federal Aviation Administration knew 
this So did the Civil Aeronautics Board. So did 
the Justice Dept. So did the compliance section 
of the Disclosure Division of the U.S. Dept, of 
Lab or. 


THEY KNEW MORE. They knew that deep 
in this were such muscle men as Harry Davi- 
doff and Joseph Curcio who have alway s 
worked with Dio. They were with Dio when » le 
was president of something called 
the U.A.W. (not to b e confused with the United 
Auto Workers of Detroit). Davidoff was secre- 
tarv-treasurer of this thing. Then he sent his 
memb ers a letter say ing that effective July L 
1956, Local 649 would b e changed to the Ware­ 
house and Processing Employ es Union, liOcal 
258. International Brotherhood of Teamsters. 
“Such change, in name only does not invntve 
any change in its officers or memb ership, 
he 
wrote. 
. . 
, . 
Then came other switches in locals investiga­ 
tions Dio went to prison, and returned to lush 
sub urb an living. Soon his friend McNamara 
was president of Teamsters airport trucking Lo­ 
cal 295 He resigned and secretary - treasurer 
Davidoff took over the local. 
Ex-convict Curcio went on the pay roll of an 
air freight haulage company . .All ends were 
b eing worked. The airlines, National, American 
and Northwest, have b een pressured. There was 


the usual run of muscle applied to haulage 
companies delivering freight to the airports. 
Slowly Local 295 grew powerful. It took 
memb ers fixan other teamsters outfits md no 
outcry was made either at the New York Joint 
Council or at the nati(Mial headquarters level. It 
went on silently . Airport freight delivery firms 
which dealt with other teamsters locals found 
themselves harassed. 
Thus, the friends of Dio, who listens hard 
when the Luchese sy ndicate chiefs talk, soon 
were in a position to cripple deliveries of 
freight, fuel or any thing desttoed to fly out of 
Kennedy , the world’s b iggest air freight depot. 
The operation was amb itious. Today Kennedy 
Airport; tomorrow, Newark, Miami. Chicago, 
San hYancisco — any place into which the lo­ 
cal’s friends could b arge. 
If Local 295 could take the jurisdiction from 
other teamsters locals on Long Island, why not 
in Florida or on the Great Lakes or in Chicago. 


ONE OF THE,WITNESSES told an investiga­ 
tor for the New York State Committee on 
Investigation that “within a y ear or two, they 
would have had all this tied up and nob ody 
could come in here (Kennedy ) without their 
okay .” 
If the mob could get its troops into the local, 
they could develop an intelligence service so 
vast it could spot shipments coming in from an­ 
y where across the U.S. — or the world. 
“The local is of importance not only for pres­ 
sure in the lab or relations area,” one investiga­ 
t e said, “b ut also for use as a method for infil­ 
tration. It would take only a handful of mem­ 
b ers to spot the key security sections, the ware­ 
houses, or scan the hills of lading on incoming 
shipments of gold, diamonds, and other valu­ 
ab le cargo. 'Then they could tell airport em­ 
ploy es to go take a walk at a certain moment 
an(i who would not go for such a stroll after 
such a suggestion?” 
All this was known to many law enforcemei^ 
agencies. But only the New York State Investi­ 
gation Commission headed b y My les Lane did 
move. 
Why ’ Because there just is not enough man­ 
power elsewhere. The Lab or Dept.’s compliance 
division has 19 men for its entire New York 
section reaching uostate and out to T-ong Island. 
For the 13 state-Washington D.C. region head­ 
quartered in New York there are only 70 profes­ 
sionals. 
For the entire nation, the Lab or Dept, has b ut 
200 men. As for the Justice Dept. Criminal Di­ 
vision “lab or desk” of the Organized Crime sec­ 
tion, it has six, possib ly eight, lawy ers now to 
cover the entire country . 
The muscle men outnumb er the law enforce­ 
ment men in. the lab or racketeering arenas b y 
hundreds to one. 
So no wonder the more things change, the 
more they are the same for the Johnny Dios.

DAVID LAWRENCE 
A Prime Ally 


President Johnson’s 10,000-milt journey to 
Australia to attend memorial services for the 
late Prime Minister Harold Holt Is a sad er­ 
rand, b ut incidentally meaningful to the peace 
of the world. 
The United States Is in Vietnam b ecause the 
United Nations ha.s fallen down on its job . In 
the ab sence of action b y this international (wr- 
ganization to maintain peace, America under­ 
took the task. 
One of our principal allies is Australia. Prime 
Minister Holt has b een outspoken in support of 
the ob jectives of the war. 
Too many Americans b rush aside the Viet­ 
nam conflict in a superficial way , little realiz­ 
ing that a great principle is at stake. No b etter 
exposition of the issues involved has b een given 
than in a document just issued b y the Confer­ 
ence of Asian Affairs conducted b y the Pub lic 
Affairs Institute of Freedom House in New 
York City . 
S(» ne of the most knowledgeab le Americans 
on the sub ject of international relations — 14 
leading Asian scholars and historians — .have 
commended the invaluab le contrib ution made 
b y the United States in Southeast Asia. 
These scholars see danger to world peace in 
either a Communist victory in Vietnam or in an 
American policy of “win and get out.” 


THEIR STATEMENT sets forth clearly that, 
while for decades the United States has concen­ 
trated attention on Europe, not until recently 
was it perceived that the peace of the world is 
closely interrelated to what happens in Asia. 
.After stressing that Southeast Asia comprises 
10 separate states and nearly 250 million peo­ 
ple, the report say s: 
“This region may well hold the key to wheth­ 
er a political equilib rium for Asia as a whole 
can b e achieved, a question which in turn af­ 
fects the future of the entire world. , . . 
“Conditions in Southeast Asia today , however, 
are not solely the product of internal develop­ 
ments. The decision of the United i^ates to 
maintain a presence in this region has b een of 
crucial importance. Every political leader with­ 
in the area now recognizes that without that 
presence — economic, political, military — the 
political fate of the region as a whole would 
have b een drastically different. 
“To put the matter succinctly , the United 
States has b ought time for some 300 million 
people to develop, without their b eing ceaseless­ 
ly confronted with comb ined extemaWntemal 
Communist threats of growing proportions.,. . . 
“The time has come when we should encour­ 
age and expect Asian initiatives and leadership 
in all matters centrally involving the peoples of 
this area. To share, and sometimes to y ield res­ 
ponsib ility is a necessary means to the encour­ 
agement of Asian self-reliance, rationality and 
independence. Such policies do not in any sense 
constitute withdrawal. In some instances, in­ 
deed, they may b ring more sub stantial commit­ 
ments. Increasingly , however, a mutual respon­ 
sib ility must b e sought in an atmosphere ol 
multilateral partnership. 
“Our b asic prob lem in foreign policy has not 
b een an arrogance of power. Rather, it has 
b een a continuing uncertainty as to how b est td 
use the massive power at our disposal.” 
Under such circumstances, President John­ 
son’s trip to Australia tells the world that, 
while the United States has lost a personal 
friend in the government at Canb erra, the peo­ 
ple of Australia continue to he very much with­ 
in the orb it of America’s interest in Asia. 


DURING WORLD War II, Australians showed 
a warm hospitality to American servicemen and 
fought alongside them in that war.

v e r y o n e in e a s t Liverpool knew Ole 
Henry, but only the teller who cashed his ^ 
cial Security check once a month knew that his 
true name was Horatio Amos Axelmeier. 
For 36 4 days out of the year. Ole Henry went 
his unobtrusive way, seen — yet unnoticed — by 
the whole community. But on that one unforg et- 
£ ul day he stepped into the limelig ht as the king 
of king s in childhood dreams, the man who could 
see all and do all. 
On the last Sunday before Christmas, Ole 
Henry played Santa Claus in the Sunday School 
of the Presbyterian Church.

01* Henry’s home of many years was an 
abandonad uprig ht pottary kiln midway between 
the River R d and the railroad tracks. Passersbv 
saw a tremandoui collection of scrap and jui^ 
and debris piled Ijelter-skeltcr around the tall 
brick chimney, bitdcted by e p a ^ that led* to an 
opening converted into a door, in cool weather, 
a wisp of smoke curled upward from a leng th of 
metal atove pipe jutting out of the side of the 
kiln, and in warmer weather the traveler saw the 
yellow g low of lamp lig ht throug h the doorway. 
But Ole Henry was satisfied with his home. 
He peid no rent, no texes, no water bills, no elec- 
tricnwUs and no g as bills. What’s more, he was 
not pestered by itinerant salesmen or pitchmen 
using the telephone. If he w ant^ 
}?*li 
he had the company of ao E ng l^ ^ 
wMulm 
DisraeU, a hug e yellow tomcat named William 
McKinley end e g oat of indeterminate sex called 
Petunia. 


OLE HENRY trudg ed uptown once a week, 
carrying a burlap sack folded under his arm and 
returning within an hour with a supply of g ro­ 
ceries. In crisp, dry weather when his rheuma­ 
tism was not bothering him, he strode along the 
railroad rig ht-of-way with the appearance of a 
man of 5 5 . But when the misery settled in his 
knees and his ankles end his shoulders, he looked 
every one of his 7 6 years. 
On the fourth day of each month, he donned 
his carefully-brushed blue serg e suU with the 
wide lapels and the belted coat, and walked to 
the Post Office for the little ceremony of receiv­ 
ing his g overnment pension check at the g eneral 
driivery window. On that day, he wore the rosette 
of the Disting uished Service Cross in his left lapel 
and turned up the brim of his old fedora m the 
style of a campaig n hat. H e w a l k ÿ across the 
street to carii the wieck, folded the bills carefully 
into a limp leather coin purse and dropped the 
chang e into the tambourine held by the Salvation 
Aimy man at the door.

Then she picked her wav. cmfefully along Ole Hen­ 
ry’s path, passing a huÿ ^r^S of driftwood mixed

liehtfI a scramble

35 years, a broken g arden cultivator, scraps 
of hamtfft, a double-tree, a horse Mllar, an over- 
tamad jdhn boat and many 
of fhin y that ware unrecog nisable. ^ 
Broached the door, she saw several dwen shiny 
auto hubcaps hang ing on a wooden framework 
in roWi aa ordarly as tha spacas on a chackarw 
board.

She saw a tremendous holly wreath over 
the entrance, set off with a hug e red bow. It was 
the one brig ht touch outside the nondescript 
dwelling . 


SHE RAPPED her knuckles ag ainst the soft 
red brickwork around the door, but produced no 
sound. Then she hammered ag ainst the wooden 
door frame. 
Ole Henry’s g rizzled face popped out of the 
opening , his head topped with a blue visored cap 
bearing a bronze badg e: “Conductor. Steuben­ 
ville, East Liverpool & Beaver Valley Traction 
Co.” 
“Mr. Henry, I’ve come to see you about the 
Christinas prog ram in our Sunday SchTOl,’’ she 
said. Henry g rinned broadly and replied: 
Of 
course, Mrs. Marshall. I’ve been expecting 
all day. After 25 years in that job, I’m not about 
to quit now. I’ve had my Santa Claus suit cleaned 
and pressed and combed out the whiskers. I m 
ready rig ht now. But come in while we talk about 
the time it beg ins and the cue for my entrance. 
Mrs. Marshall reluctantly stepped across the 
hig h threshold and paused a moment to allow her 
eyes to become accustomed to the dim interior. Ole 
Henry was motioning her to a big armchair next 
to the pot-bellied coal stove. He settled his an^le 
frame a few feet away on two upended wooden 
boxes marked “Webber’s Bulldog Ale.” 
Mrs. Marshall, anxious to extricate her^lf 
from the strang e surrounding s, quickly g ave Ole 
Henry the details of the prog ram. A hug e white 
bulldog , stretched full leng th beneath the stove, 
g lared at her with a baleful eye, rumbled deep 
in his chest and then resumed his nap. She saw 
the g reen phosphorus g low of two eyes from atop 
a shelf hig h on the wall, then discerned a yellow 
cat watching every move. A n o n d^ ip t g oat 
looked up for a moment, g ave a final lick at its 
food bowl, then leaped throug h the door and was 
g one. 
Ole Henry, teetering a little on the boxes 
as thoug h in a rocking chair, showed that he was 
in no mood to terminate the visit quickly. She 
saw that he was seated in the exact center of the 
old kiln, directly underneath a larg e umbrella 
in g arish orang e, blue and red panels. She could 
see the leg end, “Trotter Hardware,” in larg e let­ 
ter» spread around half the umbrella. 


“I DIDN’T KNOW Trotter’s ever sold beach 
umbrellas,” she told Ole Henry as a g ambit to 
open the awkward meeting . He assured her that 
it was not a beach umbrella, but a sunshade once 
uaed by farmers to protect them as they worked 
for long hours in the field or drove a wag on on 
the hot journey into town. 
“It does double duty for me, you see,” he 
told Mrs. Marshall. “When it rains, I raise it to 
keep off the water that drops throug h the boards 
I have stacked across the top of the flue.

“Fsscinating ,” Mrs. Marshall replied. That 
encourag ed Ole Henry and he beg an Minting out 
and catalog uing other objects leaning ag ainst the 
walla, scatter^ on the floor and heaped on 
shelves. 
See that big g lass chandelier?” he asked. 
“You’ve walked under it hundreds of times. That 
used to hang in the center of the outer lobby at 
the Ceramic Theater. That fancy piece of plaster 
work was part of the decoration around the pro­ 
scenium arch.” 
He pointed to a heavy, rusted wheel in back 
of the stove. “That came off the trucks of one 
of the Flyers the old traction company ran be­ 
tween Steubenville and Beaver — it skipped all 
the stops except the busiest ones.

He could see the engineer leaning far outside 
the cab of the locomotive, illuminated by the dim 
light of the firebox, and see the fireman — strip­ 
ped to the waist — frantically hurling heaping 
shovelfuls of coal into its maw. 


It took him back to the time when he moved 
restlessly away from East Liverpool for one brief 
year, heading westward in quest of he knew not 
what. He remembered days at work under the 
blazing Missouri sun as a gandy-dancer on the 
Southern Pacific; cutting asparagus for peons 
wages in huge fields in California; droving a log­ 
ging team in the redwood forests, and walking 
through the Barbary Coast section of San Fran­ 
cisco in the days when it was a real adventure. 
He thought of the time he hired on writh the com­ 
bine crew that worked its way through the grain 
fields of south Texas and continued in a long arc 
northward and westward through Arkansas, Okla­ 
homa, Kansas, Nebraska and the Dakotas as the 
fields ripened successviely. 


OLE HENRY remembered a free speech 
campaign by the Wobblies in Butte — the day 
they chained themselves to light posts and fire 
hydrants and then declaimed their dogma — a 
rousing Labor Day oration in Boise by Eugene 
V. Debs; the freezing cold of clinging to the top 
of a boxcar on the long ride over the Sierras into 
California; standing in a soup line in Amarill0 
and cadging meals at back doors and missions in 
Pueblo. 


He sometimes referred to himself as a cinder- 
snapper, from his days in the steel mills, or called 
himself an old sagger-head in memory of his days 
around pottery kilns. But he also had been a farm­ 
hand, a World War I infantryman, a river roust­ 
about, a teamster, a traction company conductor, 
a silver mine timberman, tender of river naviga­ 
tion lights, a bartender and a shill for a Nevada 
faro game. 


Now Ole Henry supplemented his meager 
monthly check by picking up and refurbishing 
the hubcaps that fell off cars when they hit a 
particularly vicious bump in the rolling blacktop 
pavement close to his home. He displayed the 
missing hubcaps alongside the roadway for a 
week for the owner to claim — for a small re­ 
ward. And after that first week they went onto 
Ole Henry’s display board fastened to the front 
of the kiln. He figured that one nasty bump was 
worth $50 a year to him. not counting the bottles 
he picked up and turned in for deposits while 
hunting for hubcaps. 


Occasionally he sold a buggy wheel or a scrap 
of harness metal to some curious collector look­ 
ing for a “conversation piece.” And, more infre­ 
quently he accepted some coins in return for one 
of his ancient license plates or a particularly deco­ 
rative piece of scrap iron. There were short 
lengths of rail and ties from the street railway, 
unrecognizable bits of the fire escape from the 
(Uh St. School, decorative bricks that had lined 
the doorway around the old Review Building on 
Washington St., the main door from the old First 
Presbyterian Church, metal cookie bins out of 
Heddleston Brothers Grocery, and a charred seat 
that had been dragged out of the remains of the 
original American Theater. 


HE ROSE SLEEPILY from his armchair as 
the 9:40 eastbound freight roared by, telling him 
it was time to turn in for the night. He drew 
water in a dish for Disraeli, shooed Petunia out­ 
side and placed a flannel cloth underneath the 
stove for William McKinley. 


Aa he tethered Petunia, he noticed a few 
Inches of water on the River Rd.’s pavement, but 
decided the rise had slowed. Returning to his 
snug shelter, he lowered the umbrella to improve 
(hp ventilation and dumped two big lumps of 
coal atop the pile in the stove, covering the red 
mass with ashes to slow combustion. 


Then he brushed off his prized Santa Claus 
costume again and stood on one of the beer cases 
to hang it on a peg high on the wall. Ole Henry 
blew out the kerosene lamp, said goodnight to 
the dog and cat, turned down the covers on his 
bunk near the stove and went to sleep. He knew 
the 7:10 westbound freight in the morning would 
wake him, as it always did. 


Sunday morning dawned dark and chilly. 
Mrs. Marshall was at the church more than an 
hour ahead of the program’s scheduled time, re­ 
arranging decorations on the Christmas tree, 
checking again on the candy treats and review­ 
ing the songs the youngsters would sing while 
they awaited the arrival of Santa Claus. The calm 
bustle wras interrupted in a few minutes by the 
entry of Mrs. Matilda Throckmorton, Mrs. Mar­ 
shall’s Christmas-time assistant. 


“Sorry I’m late, but I got detoured,” Mrs. 
Throckmorton said as she pulled off her coat, 
hat and gloves. “I started down the River Rd. as 
usual, but it was barricaded near Ralston’s Cros­ 
sing. The river is up, nearly as bad as the 1936 
flood. A policeman who was standing there told 
me there is eight feet of water covering the River 
Rd. The rise has stopped, but it will be station­ 
ary for awhile before . . .” 


“Eight feet of water on the River Rd !” Mrs. 
Marshall exclaimed. “What about Ole Henry? 
What’s a

without 
Santa 
Claus? How will we ever get him here through 
all that water?” 


AND THEN A sobering thought hit her Eight 
feet of water on the River Rd. meant that the 
river was far more than head high inside the kiln 
that Ole Henry called home. 


If the water crept up during the night, he 
probably had drowned in his sleep. She pictured 
him, dead, inside the peculiar round home, along 
with his dog, cat and goat. 


She hurried to the telephone in the secre­ 
tary’s office to call the fire department. A bit in­ 
coherently she told of Ole Henry a plight and ex­ 


plained that he either was drowned or marooned 
— most likely dead unless the river's rise had 
warned him in time. 


“I’ll never forgive myself for not persuading 
him to come along yesterday,” she said. “I warn­ 
ed him the river was on the rise, but he said he 
didn’t believe it would get much over flood stage 
He was looking at the river with a kind of be­ 
mused look when I drove away. Santa Claus 
drowning the day before Christmas! What a blow 
that will be to the children!” 


The firemen attempted to reassure her, not 
very convincingly, because they knew also that 
Ole Henry’s home was perilously low. But they 
promised to borrow the Civil Defense dukw and 
make a hunt for Ole Henry. A short time later, 
the amphibious vehicle rolled into the water lap­ 
ping at Broadway near 3rd St. and began its bum­ 


bling course east, roughly following the inun­ 
dated River Rd. Grappling hooks attached to long 
lengths of rope were piled at the prow, along with 
pike poles and ladders. 


The amphibious vehicle made slow progress 
against the current, veering occasionally to dodge 
a heavy piece of floating wood. But it finally was 
anchored alongside the old kiln, nosing into the 
current, as the firemen faced the problem of get­ 
ting into the structure. 


“There’s only one way inside and that’s 
through the top of the chimney,” a fireman said. 
He tossed the grappling hook expertly, catching 
it on the edge of the chimney. After a couple of 
test pulls to make certain it was seated firmly, 
he edged his way up the sloping sides Hooking 
a leg inside the chimney, he balanced himself 
precariously and then turned a flashlight into 
the dark interior. 


THE NARROW, BRILLIANT beam disclosed 
a alow twirl of dark water on which floated 


pieces of household impedimentia and debris of 
all kinds. But there was no sign of Ole Henry in 
the fireman’s restricted field of vision. 


“I’m afraid he’s down there somewhere un­ 
der eight feet of water,” he shouted to his com­ 
panion. “We’ll have to get him out after the river 
drops.” As he turned the flashlight inside the kiln 
again for one last look, a pair of patent leather 
bools swirled slowly into view, topped by bright 
red fabric. He shouted into the void: “Anybody 
down there?” 


“Sure is,” the reply boomed back from the 
cavernous interior. “There’s me and Petunia and 
William McKinley and Disraeli. Did somebody 
come to help us out?” The fireman saw the re­ 
cumbent form of Ole Henry drift into view, 
floating high and dry on the crest of the flood. 
Alongside was a raft improvised out of two crates 
lashed together. It held a nondescript goat and 
a glowering bulldog. A cat was sitting on Ole 
Henry’s chest, licking his paws. 


“Well, just a minute, Henry, till we get a 
line down in there,” he said. And Ole Henry 
shouted back: “Just sos I’m not late for the 
Christmas program. This is the day I'm Santa 
Claus at the Presbyterian Church.” He smiled 
and waited while the second fireman made his 
way to the top of the chimney and helped lower 
his companion into the maw of the kiln. 


Ole Henry was pulled up first, clutching the 
goat in his arms and with the cat perched on his 
shoulder. The firemen made the ascent next, after 
sending the dog aloft in an improvised boat­ 
swain’s chair. The three animals and the two 
firemen were lowered into the dukw gingerly, 
then Ole Henry made the descent, like a moun­ 
tain climber rappelling his way down a sheer 
cliff He was dressed completely for his role as 
Santa Claus, including the flowing whiskers. 


“TELL ME, HENRY, how did you survive 
the flood?” a fireman asked. “That water was 
more than two feet over your head.” Ole Henry 
grinned and waved a hand disparagingly. 


“For more than 25 years I have slept on an 
air mattress,” he said. “It sure beats a feather 
tick And when that water came up and caught 
me last night, I hurried up and made a raft for 
Petunia and Disraeli, put on my Santa Claus suit 
and then stretched out to ride out the flood. I 


had to be ready. I didn’t want to disappoint thost 
kids this morning.” 


Ole Henry dismounted gingerly as the dukw 
pulled up to the dry pavement on Broadway. Far 
away, church chimes sounded out the first note* 
of “Joy to the World." 


Ole Henry turned to trudge up the hill to­ 
ward the church, hurrying so that he would not 
delay the program He looked back, waved and 
shouted to the firemen:
